It feli to the lot 
of the Archdeacon to conduct Dr. Temple to 
the ornate and beautiful throne (also depicted on 
this page), and to install him as Archbishop of 
Canterbury. He subsequently passed to the 
Marble Chair, which is sketched on one of our 
centre pages with other interesting views of our 
great historic Cathedral. It was a pity the 
sacred function was disturbed by a useless protest 
from a Mr. Greenwood, of Greenwich, but that 
energetic gentleman’s remark that the affair was

It is impossible to pass through the 
Martyrdom Transept, where Archbishop Becket 
| was murdered, without recalling the archeo- 
logical fidelity with which Sir Henry Irving 
| represented the Canterbury Cathedral scenes of 
| Lord Tennyson’s historie drama on the stage of 
| the Lyceum, and the singular power with which 
the great actor-manager impersonated the mur- 
| dered Becket—an intellectual foil to the dashing 
King Henry II. of Mr. William Terriss and the 
| sweet, gentle Fair Rosamond of Miss Ellen Terry.

Farming in England. 

ET me say a few words to a great 
number of the readers of 
this column in this country 
and abroad who are anxious 
to succeed by farming. I 
quote from a letter trom 
а- РЛАР, Баты Tite” 
reader іп America the fol- 
lowing: “І have been 
farming here for five years, 
and this autumn have 
given up that occupation 
В in this country for ever, as, 
їп spite of the fact that I am a practical man 
and have worked hard and incessantly, I am, at 
the end of the above stated time, in about the 
Same position, financially, as I was when I 
started.: Considering the number of my neigh- 
bouring farmers who have’ actually bankrupted 
themselves in one of the most fertile spots in 
America, I guess I can consider myself lucky." 
Now this, I am sure, provides food for much 
thought. American farming is not the good 
thing it once was. Тһе smart and enter- 
prising American farmer has come to the final 
point of looking to this old country for his out- 
put.

I am Busy Just Now Making Coops 
and Kennels. 


The coop I make serves also for a kennel in case 


of need. My sketch will give the best idea of | 


how to make handy coops cheaply. "һе dimen- 
sions are 2 ft. 6in. all over. It is made of outside 
slabs of larch overlapping each other, and 
I finish it off at the bottom with а half- 
lap over, so that it will have a projecting 
lap to fit over the frame, which I show, when 
I am needing to use a coop as a kennel. 


A HANDY COOP AND KENNEL. 


The frame is lft. deep by 2ft. 6in. square. I 
use them on loose bottom boards made to the 
size, with battens underneath them. One of 
these coops will serve for five stock ducks; fora 
nest-box or а laying-box ; for shutting up a hen 
and her brood; for pheasants; for a dog; and 
for many other purposes. Тһе thing is to have 
plenty of them on hand ready for use. A handy 
man can make a dozen of those in a day if all 
the wood be cut to size ready. Similarly, bee- 
keepers should be busy making appliances for 
the coming season. 
There is also daily work on hand 


In the Garden and Greenhouse. 


Damp and moisture are prevalent in cool 
structures at this time of the year. A good plan 
for checking mildew, the consequence of damp- 
ness in cool houses, is to ventilate them early 
some dry day, and to set inside a lighted stove, a 
few hot bricks, or anything hot that will dry the 
air and warm the place. Then pick off all decaying 
foliage, cleanse the pots from mossy and fungoid 
growths, and clear down all staging and wood- 
work. Next day repeat the warming, and then 
burn some tobacco on a hot shovel at night, 
Closing up the house for a few hours, and keep- 
Ing in the fumes to destroy insects. A dusting 
of sulphur on foliage that shows mildew will 
remove that, and all will look nice and clean. 


The Grafting Season 


1s coming round. It may be useful to have a 
note or two on the art of grafting and on the 
necessity for practising it. Trees that need 
grafting: (1) Half-worn, but still healthy, trees 
that have become thin and scanty in bearing 
Wood. (2) Trees in bad, sour, clayey soil that 
Soon become mossy and cankered. With these 
latter a good root-pruning the season before 
grafting, and a filling in beneath them of fresh 
Soil, will be beneficial. (3) Young, healthy trees 
that bear an inferior quality of fruit, and upon 
Which it is desired to grow more profitable sorts. 
is а rule these are of the commoner culinary or 
Cider-apple varieties. The best graft for them 
ате such as the 


Ribston and Blenheim Orange, Cox’s 
Orange Pippin, 
and the other fine dessert apples. (4) Tall young 
trees that it is desirable to cut back and grow on 
into dwarfs or pyramids. (5) Seedling trees that 
are to be brought into profitable cultivation. 
Емнен s NIC e EET 
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Grafts or scions should be preserved and pre- 
pared when the season comes. The healthy, 
hard young shoots of last year's growth make the 
best grafts. 


A New Method of Grafting 


that may interest many amateur gardeners is 
described and illustrated thus: The plan of 
preparing the 
scion is shown in 
the right of the 
^M Illustration. Each 
scion should have 
four buds, and 
should be about 
four inches long. 
In cutting it a 
thin piece of the 
wood, as well as 
the bark, is slit 
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2000 upwards of а suf- 
ef ficient length to 


cross over the top 
of the stock and 
tuck in under the 
bark. The toe pf 
the scion is also 
inserted on the 
side opposite, so 
that there may 
be two actual 
unions of scion and stock. Possibly it is prac- 
ticable to let the slit-up scion beara bud. If so, 
two shoots will come direct from the stock by 
the one operation. This plan would suit well for 
working three or four sorts of apples on a head 
cut back into pyramid or cup form. The good 
point in this method is the stubility it affords to 
the scions, as they are not so likely to be blown 
out when thus secured. 


A New МЕтнор or GRAFTING. 


I am a Great Advocate for Root-Pruning. 


Now is the best time to do this oft-neglected 
work. Half a circle around a tree, cutting out 
every root that dips below the surface and 
shortening back the surface stragglers, will be a 
good system to put into practice. Fill in firmly 
with roadside soil or similar, and stake the tree 


| well. Next year the other half of the roots can 


be treated in the same way, thus practically 
getting a new set of roots in fresh soil, and so 
giving renewed life and vigour to the tree. 
Root-pruning and grafting may not be done on 
the same tree at the same time. It is best to 
root-prune first and to get the tree into vigorous 
life before giving it new work to do. In the case 
of a too vigorous scedling— plum, apple, or pear— 
root-pruning is often the cause of throwing it 
quickly into full bearing.

Grit—hard sharp flint or granite— 
always within their reach. A shelter from the 
cold blasts; a dust bath in a sunny dry spot. 
Never too many, so as to crowd and foul the 
spot; and above all, perhaps, have robust, first- 
crossed, or fine and large specimens of the breed 
you go in for.

While in the House he was classed as a “Liberal and 
Home Ruler; a Free-Trader, in fuvour of * Local Option 
and Sunday Closing,’ and of thorough Church Reform rather 
than Disestablishment.”

The Patriarch of Tristan d'Acunha.—The little 
Atlantic rock, Tristan d'Acunha, which has been a British 
possession since 1815, is only twenty square miles in extent, 
and its population is about a hundred. The most interest- 
ing of its inhabitants is Peter William Green, generally 
called the Governor, although he has no staff and no 
troops to support his authority.

A story of much suffering and 
privation is told by the survivors, who were landed 
at Dover last Saturday morning. The rescuing steamer 
was the Glen Dochart (Captain Benn), of West Hartle- 
pool, belonging to Messrs. Crosby, Magee, and Co. The 
survivors include the chief and second engineers and 
nine men, firemen and seamen. They were in a very 
distressed condition, having nothing but what they stood 
in, and were taken at once to the Sailors’ Home. They 
were fed and clothed, and within a very short time were on 
board the Ostend boat, their passage back to Antwerp 
haying been arranged by the Consul.

The School Board for London's Evening 
Continuation Schools have just been resumed. The 
sehools are held in every part of London, so that the 
advantages of evening education may be within reach of 
both sexes, and adults are as far as possible taught 
separately from the junior students.

Girls’ Employments. 

In taking up the subject of employments for 
women where I left it last week, I think it will 
now be well to mention more in detail those 
occupations which the Society for Promoting their 
Employment, in Berners Street, has proved to be 
| of most real service. The decorative occu- 
pations may be dismissed for the present, for 
| they are decidedly not very profitable, except, 


| perhaps, to the middlemen or middlewomen, as 
| the case may be. Women are now much more 
frequently employed as 
Clerks and Book-keepers. 
than they were some fifteen or twenty years 
| ago; but the supply of women who can under- 
take the work is more than the demand. And 
this being so, the salaries paid to competent 
| women remain far lower than they ought to be. 
| There are very few, if any, of these female clerk- 
ships in which, as I think I said last week, a 
knowledge of shorthand and the typewriter is 
not required. Candidates, too, for such posts 
are very numerous, and the competition so very 
keen. 
The Prudential Assurance Office 


in Holborn employs female clerks, and it is 
possible that private interest may be found 
| useful in obtaining an appointment; but for 
| Government clerkships private interest is of no 
avail. There are open competitive examinations, 
and the success of the candidates is determined 
by them. But, as it is as well known to the 
Government as it is to the world at large that 


Success in Competitive Exams 


goes, not to the dest man or the best woman, but 
to the best memory and to the least nervous and 
excitable of those who are examined, there is a 
term of probation after the appointment is made 
in order that. the capacity of the new clerk may 
be put to a final test. But when once the final 
test has been passed, the appointment is sure, 
and not many others are really as good. 

Five-and-thirty years ago an adult book- 
| keeping class was established at 22, Berners 
Street, for the purpose of giving to fairly 
| educated girls a good practical commercial 
training. ‘The class was the first of its kind, but 
now there are many in existence—at the Colleges 
| for Women, at the different Polytechnics, and 
| some of the Board Schools. 


The Berners Street Class 


is held on the evenings of Mondays and Thurs- 
days from seven to half-past eight; the fee is 
only sixpence a week, and the course lasts four 
months. 
At the College for Working Women, 

7, Fitzroy Street, Fitzroy Square (an excellent 
T Btacational institution), the fee is 15. 3d. per 
| term; and there are four terms in the year, con-

The 
tea-rooms of Lyons and 
Co. supply nutritious meals 
very cheaply. 
Expert Shorthand 
Writers 

are paid, as a rule, two- 
pence a page which con- 
tains an average of seventy - 
two words; and for that 
sum they have to supply a 
fair copy of their work in 


ordinary writing. I con- 
sider such remuneration 
almost beggarly. Double 


the amount with the fair 
copy would not be too 
much. I mentioned the 
Prudential Life Assurance 
just now, but omitted to 
say anything about the 
Salaries Paid to the 
Girl Clerks.

When 
I come to write about shop-assistants, it will be 
seen that the women—many of whom are well- 
educated gentlewomen—who are employed in 
responsible posts in high-class drapery establish- 
ments in London, receive salaries which are 
higher than any that are paid to first-rate 
governesses, except, perhaps, those who are in 
the school-rooms of Royalty.
